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GJ —-Jersey Look for Elana RV3ACA to activate 
Jersey from July 21 to 26 with special emphasis on 
the July 24 and 25 time period. QSL to her home 
call. 


J6-—St Lucia WB4W/XE will operate portable J6 
from now until July 6", Activity is heavy on 6 
Meters with 17, 15 and 40 Meters being used when 
6 is not open. QSL to his home call. 


S7 —Seychelles Juan Carlos, EA2RC will be active 
from here beginning July 7" through the end of the 
month. All HF bands will be used with primary 
modes of SSB, RTTY and SSB. QSL to home call.

Once a Dxer is able to move past the 280 countries 
confirmed mark, a real problem starts to develop.

This award is 
a real challenge and can promote renewed interest 
in total countries, not just overall total but also by 
band. Here the 40M and 80M bands are usually 
the hold outs and will take extra effort to get to that 
ever elusive 100 mark. 


Another is to keep in touch with other local DXer’s 
and stimulate one another's interest with occasional 
chats either in person or on the air. Talking about 
DX is almost as good as working it. Include new 
operators in the discussions and help them along. 
Just as the basics of the hobby promote Elmering 
new comers to the hobby, the same is true for 
DX ers helping those new to chasing countries. In 
helping them you will help keep your own interests 
up until that rare new one comes along.
